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THE REDEMPTION LAW OF 1855.

A correspondent in the Oregonian of
the 4th inst. ealls attention to the fact
that the mew redemption law, as con-
strued by the supreme court, may prove
a curee, instead of a Dbenefit, to the
debtor class, The law was enacted in
response to a populsr demand for some
mensure which wounld alleviate the con-
dition of mortgagors. Prior to the ses-
sion of 1805 the owner of real property
which was sold on execuntion, might re-
deem the same sl any time within four
months after confirmation by the court
of thesale; the law of 1895 extended
this time for redemption to one year.

The constitution of the United States
forinds every state from passing any law
whieh wounld impair the obligation of
contracts. The question was recently
presented to the Oregon supreme court
in & cage in which the plaintiff’ claimed
that the law in force when his contract
was made, giving foor months” time for
redemption, was a part of his'contract,
and by extending the time for redemp-
tion the walue of his security was re-
duced, and therefore the law of 1895
impaired the contract. The supreme
conrt held otherwise, and declared the
law valid as to all mortgages, whether
executed before or aiter the law of 1885
went into effect.

The Oregovrian’s correspondent calls
attention to the fact that this being a
federal question, the decigions of the
United States supreme court will govern.
He citeseeyeral cagezof that conrt which
uphold the plaintifi'e contention in the
Oregon case referred to. If it is true
that the supreme courtof the United
Btates has held directly opposite to the
supreme court of Oregon, thoze who rely
upon the Oregon decision and allow
more than four months to elapse béfore
redeeming, may be lelt ount entirely
when the federal courte decide that his
time for redemption expired at the end
of four monthes,

The contention of the plaintifin the
Oregon case recently decided, is sup-
ported by the leading text writers on
consritational law, and it looks as if the
suggestion of the Oregonian correspond-
ent that our supreme court has erred,
and possibly to the great injury of some
one, who may rely upon its decision, is

We
insist this is & mistake; Moro, Grass
Valley, Ratledge, Condon, Foesil, Day-
ville, Mitchell, Antelope and Prineville,
in fact all interior trading points at a
distance from the railroad, will be di-
rectly and materially benefited, and
consequently all producers in those
localities will feel the effect, both as
to prices of their products and their
supphes. The opening of the canal
means more to a very large section of
Oregon and Washington than any com-
mercial event in our history.

It is stated that the United States
treasury has 350,000,000 ounces of silver
stored in its vaults and yet it is horrow-
ing money to meet ronning expenses,
What is the matter with selling this
stuff which our senators from Nevada,
Montana, Uteh, Idaho, and one-half
our eenators from Oregon admire o
much?

We can do very little in the way
of redocing state taxes, but school and
county affairs are in our Jown hands.
They should be eo ron that our aggre-
giate tax next year will De materislly
less.

THE RISE IN WHEAT.

The recent sudden and unlooked-for
riese in the price of wheat may benefit
the epeculators, but we believe it will
prove & curse to the men who raise the
wheat. In the first place it occurred
after nearly all of the crop of 1895 had
passed outof the hands of the farmers,
and almost none of them reaped any
benefit from it. It adds another temp-
tation to the producer to withhold his
crop from market in anticipation of a
rise. In a large majority of cases the
holding 18 a direct loss, by reason of a
falling market, and the loss on account
of interest, insurance and storage isal-
ways larger than the farmer counts.

A Delny Almost Criminal.

The branch asylum question drags ils
slow length along. Meanwhile the num-
ber of inmates to the single state asylom
at Balem keepa increasing, until the
poor anfortunates are crowded %Yogether
almost like sheep. Thiscondition makes
it well nigh impossible for those who are
ingane primarily from nervous disorders
to ever get well. Two or more are
placed in & single emall room, even in
the more violent wards, and there is
constant danger of one patient “abusing
another. Another difficalty is that in
the present over-crowded condition of
the asylum every avmilable cell mgust be
utilized. Hence if it happens that a
peaceful ward is more ecrowded than a
violent one, the peaceful inmate, per-
haps a convalescent, is thrust amid the
noise and torbulence of the viclent
ward, and it does not take a great length
of time to render the patient as bad as
the reet. It is altogether probable that
no asylom in the United Btates is as
crowded as the one at Balem, and there
is urgent demand for the construction at
once of the Eastern Oregon branch asy-
lum. The latest dispatch from Salem
shows that the eame circumlocution
which has been going on for two years
is yet in effect. Following is the dis-
pateh from Balem:

“Bince the iast decision of the supreme
court, reversing the judgment of the
lower court 1n restrainiog the state board
of commissioners from locating a branech
asylum in Eastern Oregop, there has
been more or less talk as to why the
constitutional question has mnot been
passed upon., Thongh many prafer that
the board should proceed with tha baild-
ing, others are determined to have the
court commit iteelf more definitely on
the power of the legisluture to locale
the institntion away from the seat of
government. The latter have not vet
evolved a definite plan, but the state-
ment is warranted that a rehearing will
be saked or a new enit begun.”
